Through the years he has served with distinction such organi- 
zations as the Alpha Kappa Delta Honorary Sociological Fraternity, the 
American Sociological Society, The Tenth World Congress of Sociology, 
the Kentucky Welfare Association, Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, Alpha 
Phi Omega National Service Fraternity and the African Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

Since coming to K.S.C. in 1936, Mr. Wright has served in numerous ca- 
pacities, including his present position as Associate Professor of Sociology. 

In every respect, Mr. Wright is an inspiring teacher, a distinguished 
sociologist, and a genuine friend whose lectures and discussions have 
sent forth generations of young men and women determined to create 
a better tomorrow. 

Mr. Arnold Wood Wright, for your profound contribution to the teach- 
ing profession, your unswerving loyalty to the goals of education, and 
your magnanimous spirit, we respectfully dedicate this yearbook.
